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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Bow : 

During  the  last  few  years,  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation has  been  faced  by  the  necessity  of  reduchig  the 
number  of  supervisory  Unions  in  the  state.  In  some 
cases  this  has  meant  the  complete  breaking  up  of  Unions, 
assigning  those  school  districts  to  adjoining  groups. 
In  the  last  two  years  the  toAvn  of  Bow  has  had  two 
changes.  In  the  fall  of  1933,  when  Superintendent  Rob- 
erts resigned,  Bow  was  made  a  part  of  the  Union  of 
which  George  Sumner,  of  Penacook,  was  the  superin- 
tendent. The  following  year,  1934,  Bow  was  taken 
from  that  Union  and  assigned  to  the  Goffstown  Super- 
visory Union,  where  it  is  at  the  present  time.  Such 
changes  are  not  welcomed  by  School  Boards.  But  as 
matters  were,  the  School  Boards  did  not  do  the  deciding 
nor  did  the  State  Board  have  any  choice.  The  rearrange- 
ment and  re-organization  which  had  to  be  brought  about 
was  a  difficult  task,  but  done  with  complete  knowledge 
of  the  situation  to  be  met,  and  knowledge,  too,  regarding 
the  School  Districts  and  Unions  involved.
